In response to the Office Action dated October 26, 2005, the invention of group I, 
including claims 1-8, 10-13, 16, and 18-21, is elected with traverse. Further, the invention of 
Species I, including claims 1, 2,5, 6, 8, 10-13, and 18-21 is elected with traverse. 

MPEP § 803 states: "If the search examination of an entire application can be made 
without serious burden, the Examiner must examine it on the merits, even though it includes 
claims to distinct or independent inventions." 

The claims of Groups I and II appear to be part of an overlapping search area.
